DESTRUCTIVE FIRE.

Narrow Eacape from Death,

About a quarter past 8 o‘clock Luia morning
o flie broke outl In the two-story frame build-
ing at the N. W.corner of New Markel and
Willow streeis, owned by Mr, John W, Middlae-
ton, snd occupied by Charles Middleton & Uo,
a6 8 stable and @ storage room for old lron, and
by Mr. J. Speelman, carpenter. The Aames had
galued conslderable neadway before being dis-
eovered, and whep the firgiien arrived on the
sy lhé Blructure was tolally destroyed, and
the fire had communicated to a one-story
frame shed adjoining. Two mules, valued at
$600, belenging to Mr, Uharles Middlelon, and a
borse workh 810, the property of Mr, James
Woolman, perished in the Hames, The ong-
story frame sued was owned by Mr. John W,
Middleton and ceccupled by Gotuelb Frank,
woroeco mannfacturer., This apartment was
nsed lor the storage of sumac, and at the time
ol the copflagration be had on hand aboat $1000
worth of property. The structure was entirely
deslroyed and the contents ruioed, The flames
siill defled the exertlons of whe firemen, sud
commuouleated Lo the large slx-silory briok
bullding, twenty by forty feet, on Willow street,
beiow New Murket, and owned by Mr. John W,
Middleton, Mr. Gottlelb Frank ocouplea the
structure entire, He had a tannery In the cellar;
Lthe st floor was Lhe slore-room, the seoond
story an assortiog room, and the upper floors
the manufactory,
lbe secona floor, The police and fremen suc-
ceeded In removing the stock from the fArst
fluor and saved the books of the congern., Toe
stock, fxtures, and machinery In the upper
stories woere completely destroy ed. The damage
Lo the bullding 18 estlhmw ated at $3000, This sum
I8 partinlly Insured in the Frankiin Insaranoe
Company. Mr. Frank’s loas 1a put down at
10,000, Jusared for §51u In Lthe Fire Assoolation
and $50.0 In the Germania Insurance Company
of New York.

Wholle the firemen were direoting thelr atten.
tion 1o Lhis building the flames extended Lo s
twoslory and o hall frame dwelling, No. 424
New Market street, owned by Mr. Adlen Middle
lon, and ovcapled by three colored families,
namely :— Jonn Beok, Alex. Manlove, and
Hanovah Pennlugton, The occu 18 made a
nariow escaps with Ltheir llves. Ary Ayros, s
slck womap, waa Lok en out of the second-slory
window by l:mlm-.ra Urill and Waterbouse,of the
Heventh disurlol police. Boilding No, 440 New
Markel street also cuught fire, and was slightly
damaged, This was A twostory and a malf
frame, owned by Mary Warnock, and ocoupied
by Bumuel Behiek, This letter dwelling 18 ln-
sured In the Kousingion Insarnnce Uompany,
and the losg sustulned by the fire Mo botb
bulidiogs will reach the snm of §1000. The large
Ave story bulldiug ou Willow strest, west of
Frank's struciure, also caught fire, but was only
slightly damaged from that csuse. It was
owned by Mr, John W. Middleton, and ovon-

led by Franels Flsher, morooco manutuoturer.

'bestock on the premises was considersoly
damaged by water. A lot of skins was stolen
from the structure while the five was raglog in
the bollding adjoinlog. Mre. Fisber's loss s
govered by fnsurance lu the Fire Assoclatlon
apd Jefferson Insurance Comp ny.

The moiocco munuisotory of Mr, G. B, Atler,
st the southwest corner of New Market aod
Willow serects, wes only slightly damaged by
fire. The tolal loss Inearred by this confligra-
tlon will resch thesum of 816,000.
